woman. 


The bodies of Dr. Arthur L. 
Thomas Jr., 38, father of five chil­ 
dren and the youngest member of 
the Trenton s c h o o l board, and 
Mrs. Mary Mucciarelli, 25, mother 
of three daughters aged six, four 
and two, were found last night 
in the rear room of the dentist’s 
office on Perry St. 


Trenton police said the deaths 
may have been a murder-suicide 
or the results of a bizarre sui­ 
cide pact. But they could find no 
motives to justify either conclu­ 
sion. No suicide notes were lound.

“A man asked for Joe,” Polu­ 
ka said. ”1 answered’ this is 
Joe, but he then hung up.” 


Poluka told the jury he tried 
to imitate Schaivoni who, he 
said, spoke in a low voice. 


The next call, the trooper 
said, was from a “Chick” who 
also wanted to place a bet. 


“I convinced him I was Joe,” 
the trooper said, “and he said, 
‘Be Merciful, 25 to I, 5th race 
at Aqueduct.’ ” 


Poluka said the third call was 
from a woman named Joyce. 
Big Order 
According to Poluka, Joyce 
placed an order something like 
this: 


“Eternal Self and Beer Mug 
in the daily double at Gulf- 
stream ; Spring Rod in the 5th at 
Laurel: In Vigor, in the seventh 
at Laurel; Fruit Chipper. $2 to 
show; By Walt and Pepsie in 
the daily double.” 


Caller No. 4, a man, bet $40 
altogether, the trooper said. 


Poluka, smilingly said that 
Callers 5 through 12 caught on 
to his game and immediately 
hung up.

overpass, Bristol Township. 
Prince, the father of a five- 
year-old boy, is liable to a maxi 
mum term of fhree years in prix 
on, a $2,000 fine or both. 
Throughout the trial, the Com

H. Eastbum III, 
attempted 
to 
prove: I. That Prince was driv 
ing while intoxicated. 2. That 
Prince was exceeding the 50 mile- 
per-hour speed limit. 
Previous Testimony 
During the previous two-days 
testimony witnesses for the com 
monwealth had testified that they 
saw Prince “stagger” when he 
left a Route 413 bar on the mom 
mg of the accident Later how 
ever witnesses for the defense 
neighbors and co - workers of 
Prince’s said that he enjoyed a 
good reputation regarding sobrie­ 
ty. 
One witness who shot pool with 
Prince at the bar testified that 
Prince was sober that night. 
In his summation before the 
jury yesterday Fitzcharles said 
that the accident could have hap 
pened in the same manner with 
out Prince’s being intoxicated and 
without his exceeding the speed 
limit. 
The attorney theorized that the 
surface of the two bridges, that 
Prince’s car traversed that morn 
ing, could have been frozen caus 
ing his car to go out of control 
The attorney recalled testimony 
that snow had fallen that morning 
Also Fitzcharles said the high 
way dips downroad 
after one 
crosses the two bridges. Police 
testified earlier that skid marks 
were found on the highway just 
beyond the second bridge. 
Football Field 
Eastbum,

his summation 
told jury members to ask them 
selves whether a car operating at 
a lawful rate of speed could have 
careened “ more than the length 
of a football field.” 
He said that the jury would 
have to decide on the credibility of 
witnesses who saw Prince before 
the accident.
